Crime has increased slightly in 
Plano, primarily in property offenses. 
A monthly report to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation reveals that 
200 major offenses were recorded 
during June. One armed robbery, four 
aggravated assaults, six simple 
assaults, 61 burglaries, 120 thefts and 
eight auto thefts were confirmed. 
In May 197 such crimes were 
recorded while 196 were reported in 
June of 1976. During the first six 
months of the year, 1102 offenses were 
recorded compared to HOO in the 
The largest increase comparing 
1976 to 1977 was in aggravated 
assaults. Fifty-six were reported this 
year compared to only 17 in 1976.

Salt Dome 
Storage 
Planned 


BATON ROUGE, La. (UPI) — 
Federal officials expect to begin 
storing oil in Louisiana salt domes in 
eight days, despite state objection to 
the move. 
Thomas E. Noel, assistant ad­ 
ministrator of the Federal Energy 
Administration’s Strategic Petroleum 
Reserve program, said Thursday oil 
would be pumped into a salt dome at 
West 
Hackberry 
in 
southwest 
Louisiana beginning July 23. 
He said oil storage in the Bayou 
Choctaw salt dome near Baton Rouge 
would begin in August. 
Noel said he knew of no serious state 
objections to the storage plans. 
However, state officials reiterated 
their opposition. 
William Huls, natural resources 
secretary, said the state rejected a 
federal application for oil storage at 
Bayou Choctaw. He said an applica­ 
tion for use of the West Hackberry 
formation was under study. 
Huls said he and Louisiana Con­ 
servation Commissioner Ray Sutton 
expected to meet with attorneys today 
to determine whether the state could 
block the federal action by going to 
court or seeking help elsewhere. 
David DeVillier, conservation 
department attorney, said the FEA 
was preparing the two salt domes for 
oil storage, although the state had not 
granted permission. 
Denial of the Bayou Choctaw ap­ 
plication was based on the state’s 
contention that oil fumes would 
escape into the air.

House School Finance Bill 
Gets Tentative First Approval 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - A $945 
million school finance bill which 
assures experienced teachers of a 
substantial pay raise, reduces the 
money local districts are required to 
raise and increases equalization fund­ 
ing for poor schools easily has won 
preliminary House approval. 
The bill, tentatively approved 120-22 
late Thursday after almost 12 hours of 
debate, required one additional House 
vote today before being sent to the 
Senate. 
Speaker Bill Clayton, who conceded 
he is often too optimistic, said he 
hopes senators will accept the House 
proposal and pass it into law without 


sending the school finance issue to a 
conference committee. 
The Senate earlier in the week 
approved a $943.5 million school 
finance bill which was rejected by the 
House. 
“ In my opinion, the bills are close 
enough that I think they would cer­ 
tainly give some consideration to 
accepting our bill,” Clayton said. 
“ Maybe I’m overly optimistic, but I 
always hold out hope something like 
that will happen.” 
Clayton, who during the regular 
session was a strong advocate of 
mandatory tax reductions in local 
school districts, allowed a similar tax

relief plan to die during House debate 
on the school bill Thursday. 
House members first adopted an 
amendment by Rep. Carlyle Smith, D- 
Grand Prairie, requiring districts to 
return to taxpayers up to $60 million in 
fiscal 1979, then decided to reconsider 
that vote. 
The second vote on the amendment 
tied 70-70, and Clayton allowed it to 
fail rather than casting the af­ 
firmative vote that could have passed 
the tax relief provision. 
“ I had mixed emotions,” he said. “ I 
don’t think the tax relief was enough 
to strap a mandate on the local 
districts for.” 
Smith reminded Clayton of his 
earlier support of mandatory tax 
relief, and said lawmakers should be 
ashamed of spending a $3 billion 


budget surplus without reducing 
taxes. 
“ There is something sacred about a 
perfect record, but the perfect record 
we’ve established this session Of 
spending a $3 billion surplus without 
returning a penny of it to the tax­ 
payers is nothing to be proud of,” 
Smith said. 
The House rejected repeated at­ 
tempts by liberals to divert a bigger 
share of the increased school aid to 
poor districts and to increase salaries 
for beginning teachers. 
The plan allocates $297 million for 
higher teacher salaries, $142 million 
in additional equalization funds for 
the poorest districts in the state, and 
$341 million to reduce the amount of 
money local districts must raise to 
support public schools.

Crow said the Gideons traditionally 
have avoided distributing their Bibles 
anywhere it might cause controversy 
and he understands why the school 
board, after several years of con­ 
troversy about busing for ethnic 
purposes, would want to avoid any 
more problems. 
“ To me it boils down to whether 
separation of church and state has to 
be carried to the degree you have to 
say there has to be a separation of God 
and state,” he said. “ We can’t accept 
that, at least that’s my personal in­ 
tent.” 
Crow’s father, insuranceman W.D. 
Crow who is a deacon at Parksdale 
Baptist Church along with trustee 
Albright, offered an alternative if the 
school board refuses to allow the 
Gideon Bibles in classrooms. 
The elder Crow said the Gideons 
may 
leave 
stacks 
of 
the 
New 
Testament on sidewalks in front of 
schools for students to pick up after 
class.

Collins, “ we could lose over 
Check Home 
For Neglect 


A Harris County labor union organization surveyed 21 
nursing homes in East Texas in 1976. They found unsanitary 
conditions and neglect of patients in most of the facilities 
that were visited. 
The Texas Welfare Dept, receives many reports about 
unsatisfactory conditions in nursing homes, but it appears 
that it does not have authority to control the abusee. Ap­ 
parently, the department is not allowed to withhold 
payments to homes that do not meet requirements. 
If you are considering a nursing home for yourself or a 
family member, make a visit to check on the care and 
personal service as well as the physical facilities. After the 
patient has moved into a home, a family member should 
make regular visits to see that good patient care is main­ 
tained. Sometimes a nursing home changes ownership or 
employs a new manager and nursing care begins to 
deteriorate. It may become necessary to move to another 
home with better service. 
When visiting a nursing home, what do you look for? You 
are interested in the physical layout of the building and 
services provided for the patients. Which is more im­ 
portant? If you need skilled nursing, the services provided 
are probably more important. A person who is in reasonably 
good health and able to take care of most of his own physical 
needs may be more concerned with facilities in the home. 
A good nursing home will have high standards for services 
and facilities. People who move to a home do not leave their 
personalities behind. They needlo be treated like people and 
have their emotional needs, as well as physical needs, 
satisfied. 
Residents and their relatives should be able to talk to 
administrators and staff about problems and complaints 
without fear of reprisal. A nursing home may meet all 
standards, but if the workers have little interest in serving 
people, the residents suffer.

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Non-Traditional College 
School Has No Faculty

UPI Education Editor 
Thomas A. Edison College 
in Princeton, N .J., has 
bumper stickers, class rings, 
and an alumni association. 
But it doesn’t have a 
school song, classroom s, 
faculty, eating and sleeping 
ptaces, or any teams or 
health services. 
There is no campus con­ 
nected with Thomas A. 
Edison College. Ifs just one 
big office. 
The school headed by Dr. 
James Douglas Brown Jr. is 
a non-traditional college. 
Thomas A. Edison College 
doesn’t 
even 
offer 
in­ 
struction. 
Only 
degree- 
seeking 
non-traditional 
college persons sign up. 
How non-traditional can a 
school be? In the case of 
Thomas A. Edison College, 
the answer is “very.” 
But that doesn’t mean it is 
shady. Ifs a good school. 
Just the other day it was 
accredited by the Com­ 


mission on Higher Education 
of 
the 
Middle 
States 
Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. 
“That makes us the first 
college in the nation that 
does not offer instruction to 
be fully accredited by a 
regional accrediting body,” 
Dr. Brown said in an in­ 
terview. 
The college opened as part 
of the New Jersey system of 
higher education five years 
ago. The purpose: to meet 
needs of the often-neglected 
adult learner. 
Students include sym ­ 
phonic 
musicians 
and 
ballerinas whose learning 
has 
come 
through 
professional 
performance. 
Others are housewives or 
prison inmates or executives 
who have done an enormous 
amount 
of 
independent 
study. 
“We grant credits and 
degrees for achieved lear­ 
ning, and our interest is not 
in how that learning was 
achieved, but rather in its 


quality and relevance and 
how these can best be 
verified,” Brown said. 
The college gives adults a 
chance to receive college 
credits and eventually a ba­ 
chelor’s 
degree 
by 
dem onstrating what they 
know. They take tests or are 
otherwise evaluated. 
The school is named for 
Thomas A. Edison who only 
had a few months of formal 
schooling. He learned a lot, 
anyway, as he went through 
life. The self-taught way. 
Once Edison said: 
“What is a college? An 
institute of learning. 
“What is a business? An 
institute of learning. 
“Life, itself, is an institute 
of learning.” 
Brown said accreditation 
gives formal recognition by 
the higher education com­ 
munity of Edison’s 
in­ 
novative 
approach 
to 
education. 
The college has awarded 
over 
1,000 
degrees. 
Currently, 
nearly 
6,000 


Cemeteries Help in Search 


CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - 
The big new vacation lure of 
New Ham pshire is 
not 
covered bridges, not lakes 
and 
m ountains, 
but 
cemeteries. 
People by the thousands 
are coming in search of their 
ancestors, a search in­ 
tensified by the nation’s 
Bicentennial — just as there 
was a similar upswing in 
genealogical 
interest 
a 
century ago at the time of 
America’s Centennial. 
The search usually leads 
to 
the 
sta te ’s 
several 
thousand cemeteries, where 
tombstones provide an in­ 
valuable collection of names 
and dates. 
“ What one is usually 
looking for is the name of the 
individual, where or when 
he or she was born, married 
and died. Sometimes a trek 
back to the individual’s town 
helps. Perhaps you can track 
down a date in a cemetery,” 
said 
Philip 
Zea, 
ad­ 
ministrative assistant to the 
director 
of 
the 
New 
H am pshire 
H isto rical 
Society. 
“ For 
details 
about 
people’s lives, you really 
need diaries. It’s possible 
one’s distant cousins, if one 
can track them down, have 
such material,” Zea said. 
The society is a private, 
nonprofit 
organization, 
always short of funds and 
seeking new members at $10 
a year. But it never asks for 
money when helping the 
people — 6,000 last year — 
who stream in seeking help 
to trace their families. 
It has 
catalogued its 
million pages of manuscript 
and thousands of family and 
town histories so that it is 
fairly easy to walk in with a 
name in your head and, in 
m inutes, find the books 
which refer to the family you 
are looking for. 
A search for a Wisconsin 
friend’s ancestors turned up 
a Concord Collins in five 
m inutes. In 15 minutes 
(there 
w eren’t 
many 
Collinses) we found a record 
of that Collins in one of the 
town’s ll public cemeteries. 
The society has cemetery 
records for something less 
than half the towns in the 


state. 
A search of the Horse Hill 
cemetery didn’t turn up the 
right tombstone, but the lady 
seems to have married into a 
prominent local family, so 
we may find her soon in their 
records. 
“Once you know where to 
go, many of the answers fall 
into place. We tend to turn 
people loose on the town 
histories — which are far 
from uniform. Some bless us 
with a volume of genealogy, 
others don’t even have an 
index. A lot of research takes 
you to registries of probate 
to track down wills,” Zea 
said. 
Most of the genealogies 
are privately printed, typed 
or handw ritten volumes, 
painstakingly compiled by 
family members. 
“ Many people have a 
desire to find their roots. I 
e n t e r t a i n e d 
t h r e e 
generations of people from 
Iowa who turned out to be 
descendants of a prominent 
man from 
Cornish. 
By 
chance we had about IO of his 
account books, and pictures 
of him and his wife,” Zea 
said. 
“The society library does 
try to answer a genealogical 
need, although it’s just a 
fraction of what we try to 
tackle. We’re very strong in 
local history, and for the size 
of the building have a 
phenomenal 
amount 
of 
manuscripts,” Zea said.

Crape Myrtles Help 
Soften Landscapes 


Delicate blossoms of the 
crape myrtle can enchance 
any Texas landscape. The 
crape myrtle’s silky petals 
and gently sculptured trunks 
bring a softened look to the 
most rugged areas. 
“ Surprisingly, this tree 
can withstand the long hot 


sum m ers 
and 
rather 
droughty conditions,” points 
out Dr. Willaim Welch, 
landscape horticulturist for 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
Cold weather in the nor­ 
thern part of Texas may 
freeze crape myrtles, but 


Leaf Spots 
Affect Pears 


As fall approaches, a 
disease of pears known as 
Fabera leaf spot becomes 
more prominent. 
It causes irregular black 
lesions on the foliage. As the 
diseases develops the foliage 
turns yellow and defoliation 
occurs. 
Fabera is most common 
during periods of intermitten 
showers and moderate night 
temperatures. The leaf spot 
can be controlled with ap­ 
plications of zinc-iron maneb 
(Greenlight General 
Pur­ 
pose Fungicide, Dupont 
Manzate 200, 
Rohm 
and 
Haass Dithane M-45) or 


b e n o m y l 
( B e n l a t e , 
G r e e n l i g h t 
S y s t e m i c 
Fungicide or 
Fertilom e 
Systemic fungicide with 
Benomyl). 


Sooty Blotch and Fly 
Speck are also controlled 
with 
late 
sum m er 
ap­ 
plications of the above 
fungicides. These diseases 
reduce the attractiveness of 
Texas pears. 


Fire Blight continues to be 
an important problem on 
pears in the fall just as it is 
in the spring. To control fire 
blight, spray with a copper 
containing fungicide. 


they usually sprout up from 
the 
roots 
and 
provide 
summer color. 
Along with the rainbow of 
colors from purple to white, 
the crape myrtle also comes 
in dwarf sizes. These com­ 
pact trees are excellent for 
mass plantings and will 
produce an abundance of 
blooms with heavy winter 
pruning. 


“To assure growth of this 
graceful tree, full sunlight 
and a well-drained soil are 
essential. 
Although 
a 
complete fertilizer used once 
a year is recommended, 
many species will survive in 
abandoned areas,” says the 
specialist. 
The biggest enemy of the 
crape myrtle is powdery 
mildew. But this is rarely a 
problem where the trees are 
located away from shaded 
places. 


New crape myrtle plants 
can be propagated 
from 
cuttings taken in early 
winter, adds Welch. 
“Crape myrtles contribute 
greatly to the beauty of 
home 
and 
m etropolitan 
landscapes. 
They 
are 
quickly becoming the almost 
perfect 
designer 
tre e ,” 
contends the horticulturist. 


Have you ever tried to 
squeeze water out of bread? 
We all know “you can’t get 
blood out of a turnip!” 
Maybe that’s why you can’t 
get water out of bread. 
However, 
when 
you 
consider how much water is 
necessary to produce that 
loaf of bread, you may 
wonder 
why 
it 
doesn’t 
overflow. One loaf of bread 
from plowed field to toast 
requires 136 gallons of water 
to produce. 
What about the juicy 
orange? At times, that 
drippy delight seems to 
extrude large quantities of 
liquid on our best clothes, 
but we are lucky considering 
it takes 47 gallons of water 
per pound to produce this 
juicy fruit. 
The vegetable which rates 
as the number one vegetable 
in quantity 
consumed— 
potatoes—should not be 
overlooked since 23 gallons 
of water are required to 
produce just one pound of 
this tasty treat. 
The 
most 
popular 
vegetable in the US is the 
tomato. 
This 
wonderful 
vegetable 
requires 
125 
gallons of water to produce 
one pound; surely, you’ve 


heard of “ water” -tasting 
tomatoes. 
Now that we are all con­ 
serving, some are saying, 
“Drink more fruit juice and 
milk.” I have mentioned the 
47 gallons of water per pound 
for oranges, but what about 
milk? Surely with this 
commodity “what you see is 


what you get.” Not so, un­ 
fortunately; 
would 
you 
believe 233 gallons of water 
are required for Elsie to 
produce one quart of milk? 
You forgot about all of that 
water needed to grow silage 
and hay for the docile 
creature 
plus 
sanitary 
washings required. 


All of these gallonages 
may be interesting, but they 
also should be alarming. 
When one considers the 
number of people in the 
world and the projected 
populations, then multiplies 
these figures by water 
required, it doesn’t take a 
genius to know that “we’re 
Yellow Leaf Cures 
Provided By Agent 


If some 
of your or­ 
namental plants start to 
develop yellow leaves which 
drop off near the base of 
branches, don’t panic, says 
James R. Risinger, county 
agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
This condition is common 
on 
oleanders, 
privet, 
viburnum and many other 
broadleaf evergreen plants. 
A normal, healthy plant will 
shed old leaves, but the 
number dropped will be 
small compared with those 
shed by a plant that has been 


Spray Programs Aid 
In Fruit Production 


Many of the plums and 
peaches have now been 
harvested in Texas and the 
tendency is to let the trees 
coast for the remainder of 
the year. 
If home gardeners wish to 
continue to have a large crop 
of fruit each year, it is 
necessary to continue the 
spray program to protect the 
leaves from rust. 
Rust is a summer disease 
which causes severe foliage 


loss each year in Central, 
East and South Texas. To 
reduce losses from this 
disease, it is necessary to 
make repeated applications 
of wettable sulfur. 
Sulfur should be applied at 
the rate of 6 tablespoons- 
gallon of water or Ufa lbs.-25 
gallons of water during 
August and September. 


improperly 
watered 
or 
fertilized. 
Lack of water during the 
hot 
summer 
months 
aggravates leaf shedding to 
a 
point 
where 
almost 
complete defoliation may 
occur. Lack of nitrogen 
fertilizer will also cause 
yellowing and loss of leaves. 
He 
offers 
these 
suggestions for plant care 
and treatment 
when ex­ 
cessive yellowing occurs; 
1. Make frequent, light 
fertilizer applications during 
summer months and water 
plants adequately after each 
application. Apply heavy 
amounts of nitrogen only in 
March or April. For summer 
applications, use something 
like ammonium sulfate at a 
rate of I to V/z pounds per IOO 
square feet. 
2. Never allow a plant to 
show signs of severe wilting 
before supplying water. 
Water a plant whenever the 
young tip growth wilts or 
when the first few inches of 
soil in the water basin 
become dry. Although plants 
may wilt severely the first 
day or two of full sunshine 
after a period of prolonged 
cloudy weather and more 


than adequate rainfall, extra 
water should not be applied. 
3. Water slowly for deep 
penetration, which allows 
the plant roots to draw water 
from the lower soil depths. 
This assures a soil moisture 
reserve when the top portion 
of the soil becomes dry. 
4. The interval of watering 
cannot be determined ac­ 
curately by the number of 
days, since soils vary in their 
ability to store water, and 
climatic 
conditions—heat, 
winds, 
rain—are 
also 
variable. Use the dryness of 
the topsoil as an indicator. 
Oleanders, privet and 
nandinas seem to have the 
greatest tendency toward 
leaf shedding. Once leaves 
have shed near the base, it is 
difficult to force new growth 
until the plants are pruned. 
Removing about one-third of 
the oldest canes at or near 
ground level each year will 
encourage new growth. 


in trouble, folks!” According 
to a recent publication (“The 
World Water Balance,” 
Munich, 1975), 97.2 percent 
of the world’s water is in the 
oceans, 2.05 percent is frozen 
and 0.65 percent is fresh 
water. 
Of the fresh water 28.8 
percent is ground water up 
to one-half mile deep; 48.8 
percent is in depths of more 
than one-half mile deep; 1.5 
percent flows in lakes, 
rivers, and streams; 0.18 
percent is soil moisture; and 
.16 percent is atmospheric 
water vapor. 
Farming and ranching 
consumes 85 percent of all 
water 
used 
in 
heavily 
agricultural states. For 
farmers, drastic cutbacks in 
water supplies may mean 
switching 
to 
sprinkler 
systems or “drip irrigation” 
every few hours instead of 
flooding once a week. Such 
systems are very expensive 
and take time to install. 
Maybe we could reroute 
major water sources to 
areas of need—canal the 
Mississippi 
River 
into 
Texas; or, maybe, start an 
iceberg delivery service- 
large jets flying high in a 
cold atmosphere would do a 
good job. Of course, sorting 
all of the frozen dinosaurs 
out of the melting ice would 
be a problem! 
These are a few wild 
ideas—crazy maybe; but 
one thing is for sure—this 
water situation has to be 
dealt with and soon if 
Americans are to continue 
our present life style.

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Bedding Plants 
Produce Fast 


By their nature, annual 
bedding plants can resolve 
many garden problems. 
Since they grow from 
seeds, 
achieve 
their 
flowering and produce more 
seeds all in one growing 
season, annuals are choice 
plants for economical “in­ 
stant” 
gardens. 
Other 
garden plants require years 
to attain the maturity that 
comes to annuals in a few 
months or weeks. Started 
annuals, grown by bedding 
plant professionals, put 
home gardens close to a 
floral perfection that can be 
continued until fall frosts. 
In some distant past, it 
must have been decreed for 
annuals to flower like crazy 
in the summer in order to 
survive the harsh winters as 
a multitude of tough, small 
seeds. The abundance of 
flowers is an attribute ad­ 
mired in annuals by gar­ 
deners who enjoy decorating 
their homes with cut flowers. 
However, it is better to have 
a special garden for cut 
flowers when one desires 
many flowers and much 
foliage 
for 
flower 
arrangements. 
Display 
gardens tem­ 
porarily lose some of their 
charm when their fine 
flowers are taken. In a 
cutting garden located in­ 
conspicuously can grow the 
colorful, strong stemmed 
annual flowers such as 
globe-headed asters, novel 
green bells of Ireland, 
coreopsis, 
calendulas, 
cornflowers, 
larkspurs, 


marigolds, snapdragons and 
zinnias. 
Because 
the 
at­ 
tractiveness 
of 
display 
gardens of annual bedding 
plants may be damaged by 
accident or some misfor­ 
tune, a spare parts garden is 
a good way to insure against 
the possibility. In it, you’ll 
want to grow at least a few 
flowers identical to each of 
the kinds in your decorative 
gardens. 
Keep 
the 
plantings 
properly spaced so that if 
necessary you’ll be able to 
dig a spare parts plant with a 
generous ball of earth about 
the roots to set in the display 
garden in place of the one 
which lost its beauty. For the 
sake of efficiency, you can 
combine cutting and spare 
parts plantings in a single 
area garden. 
Specimen trees in lawns 
are sometimes plagued with 
so 
called 
“ lawnmower 
disease,” a bark scarring 
ailment resulting from the 
temptation to mow the grass 
close and avoid tedious hand 
trimming. Collar plantings 
with quick flowering annuals 
at the base of the tree will 
keep a yard boy with a power 
mower a safe distance away. 
Naturally low growing or 
dwarfed forms of annual 
bedding plants are your best 
choices for collar gardens. 
Pick the ones to plant ac­ 
cording to the amount of 
light penetrating to the 
collar area. 
If the shade is con­ 
siderable, yet not so dense as 


to eliminate it altogether, 
select coleus, wax (or 
fibrous-rooted) begonias or 
impatiens. All three kinds 
have genetic traits enabling 
them to do well in low light 
situations. 
Trees with lacy crowns 
allow generous amounts of 
sunlight to reach the ground, 
especially when the trees 
have been pruned of lower 
branches. Bedding plants 
like alyssum, browallia, 
celosia, lobelias, pansies, 
phlox and vinca will grow in 
collar gardens with this 
lighting.

Beans Form Garden Nucleus 


Wide Variety Adapted To Texas 


Fall Gardens 
Start In July 


July is fall gardening 
season. Start tomatoes from 
seed or cuttings. Choose 
quick ripening varieties 
(Better Boy, Small Fry,. 
Fantastic, Spring 'Gjant, •' 
Early Girl).*Pepper, cab­ 
bage, broccoli, brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower seed 
should also be sown indoors 
for planting outside in 3-4 
weeks. 
Lawns established now 
from seed or sod will be well 
developed by frost. Nursery 
stock, particularly con­ 
tainer-grown, is a good in­ 
vestment for mid-summer 
planting. 
Remove diseased limbs of 
sycamore 
(anthracnose) 
and pears and loquats (fire 
blight) to halt further spread 
of the disease. Disinfect 
pruning tools with IO percent 
solution of chlorine bleach. 
Apply balanced 
and 
complete analyses (10-10-5, 
12-12-12, 8-8-8, etc.) to flower 
and vegetable gardens. Use 
higher nitrogen content (12- 
6-6, 10-5-5, etc.) for lawns, 
shade 
trees. 
Water 
thoroughly after feeding. 
Lots of pests out now. 
Listed by name, plant af­ 
fected, 
symptoms 
and 
control(s), they are: 
Lace bugs (pyracantha, 
sycamore, elms) tan spots 
on leaves, black, waxy 
debris on backs: diazinon, 
malathion.

(mulberries,

obvious on limbs: prune out 
small infestations, sevin

Include 
detergent 
or 
spreader sticker with spray 
for penetration of the web. 
—whiteflies (privet, gar­ 
denias) no visible symptoms 
except for sooty mold that 
grows on honeydew exudate 
from insects: malathion or 
diazinon. 
—caterpillars, asps, etc. 
(all types of foliage) leaves 
chewed, stripped: sevin dust 
or spray. 
—scales 
(euonym us, 
camellias, hollies, assorted 
other landscape plants) 
crusty, relatively immobile 
insects attached to stems, 
foliage: malathion, diazinon 
now, dormant oil in winter. 


Beans form the nucleus of 
many gardens. There are a 
number of types available to 
gardeners. 
Bush beans are the faster 
maturing and generally take 
less space for production. 
Pole 
beans 
are 
more 
challenging and require 
special frames on which to 
grow. Lima beans are grown 
in many gardens with only 
limited success. Pinto beans 
are receiving attention as a 
crop for home gardens and 
now as a potential com­ 
mercial crop for Texas. 
Many diseases are com­ 
mon to all types of beans that 
are grown. Root rot, rust and 
anthracnose are three fungal 
diseases most often found on 
beans. Root rot is by far the 
most common. Special at­ 
tention should be given to 
soil drainage and planting 
should be delayed until the 
previous crop has been 
turned under for a period of 
time to allow for decom­ 
position. 
Non-decomposed organic 
material should be buried at 
a depth of 6 to 8 inches to 
prevent future problems. 
With all organic material it 
is best to compost it and then 
apply to the garden to reduce 
the occurrence of root rot 
and southern blight. 
Plant only high quality 
seed. Quality seed are those 
that not only have a high 
germination percentage but 
also 
produce 
vigorous 
seedlings. Seed of this type 
grow through the seedling 
stage rapidly and develop 
more mature stems (above 
and below ground) faster 
which are resistant to root 
rot. 
Beans should be planted 
when the soil temperature is 


60-80 degrees F. This insures 
rapid germination and will 
again speed the young 
seedling through the root rot 
susceptible period. 
Plant 
only 
fungicide 
treated seed. If the seed are 
not treated, place them in a 
plastic bag and apply a 
small amount of water. 
Apply only enough water to 
form a moist film on the 
seed. Once the seed coat is 
moist, add a pinch of two of 
Captan 50-WP to the bag and 
seed. 
Shake 
the 
bag 
vigorously, and when all 
seed are coated, remove the 
seed from the bag and plant 
immediately or spread them 
out on an open surface to 
allow them to dry. Do not 
leave the seed in the plastic 
bag as the seed quality will 
deteriorate rapidly. 
Chemical treatment will 
help reduce root rot losses. 
Captan 50-WP is recom­ 
mended in the home garden. 
Use two-thirds of an ounce 
per IOO feet of row. To do 
this: mark off the row; open 
furrow and plant seed; spray 
the fungicide on the seed, 
furrow and soil which will be 
used to cover the seed; and 
cover seed with the treated 
soil. 
Rust is a foliage disease of 
most beans. It is charac­ 
terized by light, indistinct 
yellow spots on the upper 
side of the foliage and raised 
ruptured 
reddish-brown 
lesions on the lower surface. 
Defoliation can occur during 
periods of heavy imection. 
Rust is most often a problem 
in the fall. It can be con­ 
trolled by foliar applications 
of sulphur dust (3V4 oz.-lOO 
ft. of row). Application 
should begin when the 
disease first appears and

Anthracnose is a fungal 
disease of beans which at­ 
tacks the foliage and the 
pods. It causes reddish- 
brown spots on the leaves 
which drop out giving the 
leaf a ragged appearance. 
Spots on the pods are 
characterized by reddish- 
brown dots. 
It is seed transmitted but 
can also be carried over in 
the soil for at least two 
years. Maneb or Zineb are 
two of the most effective 
materials used in the garden 
for this disease. Two to three 
applications at 7-10 intervals 
are required once 
the 
d i s e a s e 
b e c o m e s 
established. 
Bean mosaic is the prin­ 
ciple virus problem on 
beans. It is seed-borne but is 
spread within the field by 
aphids. Mosaic infected 
plants 
are 
marked 
by 
puckered, mottled leaves 
with light and dark green 
areas. 


The plants are stunted and 
generally low in production. 
The varieties Top Crop, 
Tender Crop, 
Provider, 
Processor, 
Contender, 
Cherokee Wax, and Har­ 
vester are bush beans which 
are resistant to the virus. 
Dade is a pole bean variety 
resistant to bean mosaic. 


Root knot is the prinicple 
nematode infecting beans in 
Texas. Nematodes can be 
controlled with either a row 
treatm ent 
of Nematode 
Killer (granules), Fertilome 
Nemagon (liquid) or other 
compounds that contain I, 2 
dibromo 3 chloropropane. 
Broadcast treatm ent of 
Vapam can also be used to 
control nematodes in the 
garden. Vapam must be 
applied before the garden is 
planted. 


Bean diseases can be 
controlled under a well- 
planned 
and 
managed 
program. Homeowners must 
make plans now in selecting 
varieties and in preparing 
the garden soil.

Don’t Eat Strange Plants 
Some ‘Naturals’ Poisonous 


The trend toward using 
natural foods, to living off 
the land, to eating wild 
plants, may lead people to 
try strange plants as food. 
Because it can be dangerous, 
Dr. 
Richard 
A. 
Howard, 
director, Arnold Arboretum 
of 
H arvard 
U niversity, 
prepared some safety rules. 
Although adults obviously 
are vulnerable, said he, our 
prim ary concern is with the 
inquisitive child. Relatively 
small amounts of potentially 
toxic m aterial are necessary 


to cause severe or even fatal 
consequences in 
a 
small 
body, 
whereas 
the same 
volume might have little or 
no effect on a teenager or 
adult. 
Children should be taught 
not to put any unknown plant 
m aterial in their mouths. 
Here are the safety rules: 
Avoid eating all plants that 
have 
m ilky 
or 
colored 
juices;

includes 
members of the Milkweed. 
Poison Ivy, Spurge and 
Poppy families. Needless to

Dear Doc: Why would all 
our mums have flower buds 
now? It’s way too early. 
C h ry sa n th e m u m s 
set 
flower buds when nights are 
relatively long, as they are 
in the fall. However, nights 
are also long in the spring, 
and many varieties will form 
buds then, only to have their 
developm ent 
stopped by 
sum m er’s heat. Your best 
bet would be to pinch out the 
prem ature buds and fertilize 
and w ater the plants to 
encourage a new crop for 
this fall. 
Dear Doc: Our roses lost 
so many leaves from black 


spot this sum m er, but the 
benlate you recommended 
stopped that cold. Could we 
prune those bare stalks back 
now? 
Yes, in fact, it’s a good 
idea even for norm ally 
healthy 
bushes. 
Thin out 
weak, 
unproductive 
bran­ 
ches and cut and shape the 
bushes just as you would in 
late winter. Make your last 
rose fertilization of the year 
oy late July with a complete 
and balanced rose food and 
w ater thoroughly.

of 
unrecognized red fruits are 
potentially toxic. 
Avoid eating wild seeds, 
for the seed of the plant 
usually has 
the 
greatest 
accumulation of chemical 
which may be toxic. 
In 
general the toxicity of plants 
is greatest in the storage 
organs of seeds, fruits, roots 
and tubers. Young plants or 
young fruits may be less 
toxic than the sam e parts in 


m ature condition. However, 
som e plant poisons are 
breakdow n products, and 
wilted leaves may often be 
more dangerous than fresh 
material. 
Avoid all fruits which are 
three-angled or three-lobed 
and thereby eliminate the 
potential danger 
of the 
Spurge, Soapberry, Hor- 
sechestnut, Amaryllis and 
Lily families. Some of the 
w orld’s 
m ost 
infam ous 
poisonous plants belong to 
these families. 
Avoid all bulbs that lack 
the sm ell of Onions or 
Garlic. Some members of 
the Lily and Amaryllis and 
related families with basal 
bulbs may kill you if eaten in 
quantity. 
If you must experiment in 
eating 
unknown 
plant 
m aterials, it is a rule of 
safety to cook the plant parts 
in two changes of water. 


Then sample a little bit 
before consuming a lot. If 
the cooked material tastes 
unpleasant, don’t eat it. You 
own reaction may be the 
sensible one. Many plant 
poisons are water-soluble or 
destroyed by heat. Cooking 
and discarding two changes 
of water lessens the amount 
of poisonous material or 
removes it completely. 


If poisoning is suspected, 
seek information as soon as 
possible. Plant poisons may 
cause an immediate reaction 
in the human body or may be 
delayed in their effects for 
several hours. 


Residents of cities that 
have poison centers or large 
botanical gardens may get 
information from either 
source. 
Look 
under 
“Poison” in the emergency 
pages of your telephone 
book. 


Farm Prices 
Continue Drop 


Sum m er 
tem p eratu res 
were about the only thing on 
the farm rising during the 
month ending June 15, as 
prices 
T exas 
producers 
received continued to drop. 
Crop prices on the average 
decreased six percent during 
the survey period, according 
to 
the 
T exas 
Dept, 
of 
Agriculture, with averages 
for livestock and livestock 
products also showing a six 
percent decline 
“The most economically 
damaging fact is that during 
this sam e period the prices 
paid 
by 
producers 
for 
commodities and services, 
interest, 
taxes and farm 
wages increased five per­ 
cent over 
a year ago,” 
Agriculture 
Commissioner 
R eagan V. Brown com ­ 
m ented. 
“ This 
spread 
between the farm and retail 
prices is getting wider and 
w ider, spelling out real 
trouble unless the trend is 
reversed.” 
Brown said Texas Crop 
and L ivestock Reporting 
Service figures showed that 
fresh 
fru it 
and 
sweet- 
potatoes were the only crops 
to increase in price over the 
previous 
m onth. 
G rain 
prices continued to plum­ 
met, dropping to $1.91 per 
bushel, compared to $3.43 
per bushel a year ago. Grain 
sorghum prices were $4.11 
per bushel, an 18 cent drop 
during the month and $1.25 
less than a year ago. 
Lower 
prices 
w ere 
received 
for 
beef cattle, 
calves, sheep, lambs, wool, 
eggs and all milk, while the 
only increases were in hog 
and 
broiler prices. 
Hogs 
were up to $2.60 per hun­ 
dredweight, while broilers 


showed a 5 cent per pound 
increase. 
Beef producers saw a 
m arket drop of over $3 per 
hundredweight, with sheep 
off $1 cwt. and lambs down 
$5.70 cwt.
